A DESPERATE REDSKIN. 



Attempt of ManguH, the .\parlic riilcr. to

PcEBLo, Col., Nov. 5.— Uangus Colorow. 
the Apache Chief, in charge of a dotach- 
nient of colored troops on the way tv I'lor- 
Ida, attempted to escape near Puoblo yes- 
terday morning. When the train wa* three 
miles east of Pueblo and running forty miles 
nn hour, Miingus askad i>eriiiission lo go 
into tho saloon, which was grantcil. Ai 
soon as he entered he locked tlie door, 
smashed tho glass and leaped throogli the 
window. Tho train ran nearly a i^M be- 
fore it could be stopped. When it backed 
up Magnus was found lying on tlic side of 
tho track unconscious and badly cut and 
bruised, with throe ribs brol;. n.' Uo was 
taliin aboard the car and cauio to his 
senses, and then mode a doporatn 
flghL One hand had slipped out of tho 
maaeles, leaving them banging to the otii 
er hand. He slugged one of the soldiers 
with them in the face, knocking him down. 
Then he got on the floor and thence under 
a seat, struggling with hsif a dosen sol. 
dicrs and howling. Tho rest of the Apaches 
set up a roar, but each was guarded by 
negro with a codded carlpiuc. For awhile 
bedlam prevailed. Finally Mangus was 
stretched scree* two sest*, with the bell- 
cord wound around him all the ufay up hi* 
legs and bo dy. 

A Dynamite Onn Cruiser to Ba Built. 

PuiLADBLPaiA, Nov. 5.— It is now posi 
lively knowu that Wllliom Cramp & Sons 
have made arrangements to construct a 
dynamite gun cruiser for tho Oovornmcnt, 
which will be capable of running twenty 
knots an hour and of Cring a '<iUU-pouud 
dynamite shell every two minutes. Tho 
Tossellsto cost not more than jaso,0OJ. 
The dynamite projectile to bo used Is 
thrown from a long ateel tube by 
means of the sudden release of com- 
pi'C8Bod air at 1,0110 pounds pres- 
sure per square Inch. The valve at the 
breech of gun being opened and oomprossol 
air being admitted, there Is no shock, but 
an immense velocity is attained before tho 
shell leaves tho muzzlo, and at a mogo of 
two miles tho accuracy of the gun is said to 
be remarkable. The cartridge oonsists of 
a thin oopperean of the diameter of the 
bore of the gun, containing 2nil jmunds of 
dynamite, nnd attached to It a long womlon 
shaft, which steadies the flight of the shell 
as the Btick does that of a rocket 



Trnoblo with Itartholdi's Statna. 
New York, Nov. 6.— The present system 
of lighting the Statue of Liberty on Bed- 
loe'B Island Is so unsatisfactory that tho 
authorities will probably have it changed. 
It was originally Intended to have ten 8,000- 
oaadle power lamps suspended above tho 
statoe so that the blaze of light around 
the torch could he seen for thirty 



mUes out at sea. Lieutenant KeUs altered 
the plans and placed the lighto insido tho 
toreh, where they now shine out through 
glass lenses like a dim glowworm, and have 
no more effect than an ordinary shore light. 
There is also trouble about the manago- 
ment of the statue, arising from a conflict 
of authority. Many of the contracts for 
lighting tho statue have explrod, and there 
Is no real certainly that tho statue will be 
Illuminated from nlzht to night.
